Th© Soviet political poster, aa an art aoi a form of mas® agitation, 
has beeoae particularly important in the Latvian SSR since the liberation 
of that Republic. Between November 1<M and August 19^8, 160 posters 
with l,kk 6 , 350 copls-J have been published in the iMvian SSK, The subject 
matter of the posters can be roughly divided into those devoted to histori- 
cal dates, to political campaigns, end to fulfillment of the postwar Five- 
Year Plan. One hundred and thirty of these posters, 1 , 25 k, 6no copies have 
been published . Sevenlwn posters , 170, 0C0 copies, : were published on cgri - 
cultural subjects and peasants’ pledges. Thirteen posters, 52,35° copies, 
have been devoted to popular science and to mass participation in military 
science activities and sports. 

The Latvian Publishing House has not produced a sufficient quantity 
of these poeters and many of them are on a low artistic level. Many of 
the artist were trained in pre -Soviet Latvia where the poster was only 
an advertisement form, and many of the posters thus lack political feel- 
ing and a clearly defined message. The publishers have had 15 artists, 
most of the* new to the work, on there posters, but recently several new 
and more able artiste have been enlisted in this work by the State 
Publishing House. 
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
